If the option was permitted to lapse 
any other big league club had the right 
to put in a draft for the man, and in 
such an event the drafting club would 
pay the minor the regular draft price, 
which would mean about a 600 per cent 
profit for the minor on its original 
outlay of $300 to $600. 

Majors Need Help. 

The ideal feature of this arrange- 
ment is that players not turned back 
by the majors are not subject to selec- 
tion.
